P . D. Henderson, Wesley Hol­ 
land and several other East Osage 
lownship farmers entertained quite 
tn audience in the sheriff's office 
Monday by a recital of the antics of 
the wild 
man, says 
the Clinton 
Democrat. 
Since he first appeared at NIr. 
Henderson’s, about a month ago, 
the maniac has grown bolder and 
more troublesome, and at the same 
time manages to elude being seen. 
Mr. Henderson’s children see him 
almost every day, but he always 
evaded the observation 
of adults 
except once, 
when two 
farmers 
chased him. 
He was lately absent 
from the locality for several days, 
and it was reported by Constable 
D avis that he had robbed 
a 
St. 
Clair county man whom he met in 
the road of $5. 
When he returned 
the middle of last week the children 
noticed that his long hair had been 
cut. 
He 
commenced 
throwing 
missiles at the house, and when the 
men were absent he would run up 
and pound on the door. 
Mr. Henderson told 
his little 
tw in girls, nine years old, to slip 
around the house with a corn knife 
and hit the fellow, and they did so 
twice last Thursday, the 
second 
time giving him a h trd cut in the 
shoulder. 
\\ hen t! 
girl ran out 
to where her father was plowing, 
she showed him the blood 011 the 
corn knife. 
He had always before 
this seemed to feel kindly toward 
the little ones, but this naturally 
aroused 
his 
resentment 
and 
he 
would try to hit them with mis­ 
siles. 
He was around the house 
again that evening with a bunch of 
leaves tied on his sore arm. 
Saturday 
evening, 
just 
a^er 
dusk, the wild man commenced 
rocking the house. 
The little girls 
said they could see him standing in 
the timber, but Henderson’s eyes 
were not so good. 
He threw also 
a lot of shotgun shells, some empty 
and others 
filled 
with dirt 
and 
gravel. 
Mr. Henderson’s house is 
almost surrounded by timber, with 
considerable 
brush, 
in no 
place 
com ing nearer than fifty yards. 
Sunday he made thinks lively all 
day. 
In the morning, while Mrs. 
Henderson was milking, he threw 
a rock and hit the cow. 
The pa­ 
tient animal gave a jump and a 
kick and over went the pail of 
foaming milk. 
Later in the day. 
T om Holland and Charles Grinder 
came over, as they jokingly said, to 
see the wild man. 
They didn’t 
get to see hin^ but nevertheless 
their curiosity was fully satisfied. 
From some safe hiding place he 
threw missiles of all kinds.
